Patiicide, Matricide, Uxorcide and 
Suicide Committed by a Pas- 
sioaate Brute]Secause His 
Wife Made His Over- 
halls Too Short.

Boston, February 1.—A special from 
East Lyndon, Vermont, states that Silas 
Wilder, a resident of that town, killed 
his father and mother this morning with 
an axe, and then cut his wife's taroat. 
Iie then hung himself. His wife was 
alive at the last date. 

New Yort, Vt., February 1.—There 
isa terrible excitement at East Lyndon 
over the tragedy of to-day. It is sup 
posed that Wilder was laboring under 
temporary insanity superinduced by 
excessive excitement and passion. The 
details of the tragedy are most 
horrib'e. His father and mother 
were aged respectively 73 and 70 
years. ‘The immaediate cause of the affair 
was an altercation with his wife, whoin 
altering a pair of overalls had made them 
too short. After angry words, Wilder 
started for ashed, saying he- would get 
an axe and end the trouble. His wife 
followed him and seized the axe, when 
he drew a dirk, stabbed and left her for 
dead, then taking up the axe, started for 
his fath:r, who had followed him, and 
struck him a fearful biow, crushing 
ae his head. At this point he ap- 
peared still further infuriated and next 
attacked his mother, killing her with three 
fearful blows over the head and breast. 
Leaving her in the front door, he return- 
ed tothe shed. He found his father had 
crawled into the kitchen. He struck 
him as helay upon the floor, the axe 
crushing through his head and remain- 
ing in the floor. He then cut his throat, 
avd death not ensuing at once, ran to the 
barn fastened a rope around his neck 
and jumped from a beam, breaking his 
neck and causing instant death. His 
fatherand mother are both dead. H's 
wife, 1t is thought, may recover.

Facts about the Jennings Estate. 


William Jenners died at his town res- 
idence, Grosvenor Square, London, July 
19, 1798. He was the only son of Rob- 
«rt Jenners, Esq., aid-de-camp to the 
great Duke of Marlboro’, and was born 
in 1700, and baptized in September, 
1701, when King William III. stood as 
his godfather. In his youth he was 
page to George I.,and during the long 
period of his life remained a bachelor. 
More given to penuriousness than 
hospitality, his wealth increased even 
beyond his powers of computation. 
He was the last annuitant of the Ex- 
chequer Tontine. He had property in 
almost every fund in great Britain. So 
great was his estate that the dividends 
of most of his stocks were not drawn ty 
him for the last ten years of his life. 
When he died, at the age of ninety- 
eight, he left no will, but an unsigned 
bequest to Mr. John Bacon, who would 
have been the residuary legatee had not 
Mr. Jenners forgotten his spectacles 
when he wentto his sollictor to sign 
the instrument. His expences were 
three thousand pounds ayear. His es- 
tate at the time of his death was valued 
at $10,000,000. After his death the 
real estate descended to the heir-at-law, 
George Augustus William Curzon, in- 
fant grandson of Earl Howe. The per- 
sonal property went in equal shares to 
William Lygon, Esq., afterwards Earl 
Beauchamp and theViscountess Dowa- 
ger Andover, cousins german once re- 
moved and next of kin to the deveaed..- 
Notwithstanding the regular descent 
of the personal property a bill was filed 
in chaucery in 1810 by several persons 
of the name of Jenners, and Lord Beau- 
champ was cited to bring the adminis- 
trators into court. The decision of the 
court wis adverse to the Jenners party. 
In 1855 the personal property was 
valued at $80,000,000; the real estate at 
an equal amount, yielding an income of 
$750,000 per annum. Mr. J. P. Benja- 
min, formerly a United States Senator, 
represnts the American claimants in this 
case,which has been pending since 1855 
in the English courts. — Washington 
Tribune.

The Skupshtina—A Curious Legis- 
lature. 
Since the commencement of the Her- 
zegovinian quarrel the cable has every 
now and then furnished ns witha men- 
tion of the “Skupshtina” adding fresh 
interest to its thrilling information by 
spelling the name each day in new 
fashion. Of course our readers under- 
stand that the Servian parliament is re- 
ferred to but itis almost as muchas a 
matter of course that fewofthem know 
anything about its features. 
It is the most primitivetegislature in 
the world —that is to say, in that part 
of the world where the principles of 
constitutional government are recogized. 
It is aparliame t of peasants. They 
meet ina school house donated to the 
government by a pork merchant, and 
they get seventy-five cents a day for 
taking care of the laws. Many of them 
arein their shirt sleeves, with hairy 
breasts showing thro’ the open fronts, 
and not a few in warm weather have 
no shoes on their feet. ‘Theyfeemind one 
of what the colonial legislature of Penn- 
sylvania must have ben when it passed 
a law that no member should enter the 
chamber barefooted, or cat bread and 
cheese on the steps of the capitol. 
They are ionocent, generaly speaking, of 
parliamentary law, and it 1s not uncom- 
mon for one member to rise to a question 
and sit down again submissively upon 
being reminded by his neighbor that he 
doesng know anything about it. Quite 
suggestive, this, of an oft quoted scene 
in a “colored” legislature: Mr. Speak- 
ah,” said a member rising when the 
floor was unoccupied. “Ordah, sah; 
ordah!” said the speaker; and the mem- 
ber sat down with great contrition ex- 
pressed on his features, 
But it must not be supposed from 
this that the Skupshtina does not attend 
well to the business before it. These 
peasant members, illiterate though they 
are —imany of them can neither read nor 
write—are honest as the day is long, 
anil full of patriotism to the tips of 
their bare fect There area few men 
also, from the villages —merchants, me- 
chanics, and lawyers—who can shape 
the routine of legislative business, but 
who are powerless, even if they were 
disposed, to bend the sound common 
sense of the rural members to the sup- | 
port of dishonest or unpatriotic legisla- 
tion. 
It is curious to note, also, now this 
first great step toward republicanism 
—constitutional government and a leg- 
islative body elected by the people— 
has increased this rude pzople’s love of 
country, and their desire for intellect- 
ual advancement. It has made them a 
power iu the Jand and an important fac- 
tor in “the eastern question.” It has 
set them to erecting common schools, 
building manufactories, laying out roads 
and developing their country, by all 
means within their power; while, on 
the other hand, it has in no wise lessen- 
ed the personal bravery wend prowess in 
war for which they have long been 
noted. 
It may be cited as further evidence 
of the greenness of the Skupshtina, that 
Servia has nopublic debt. Her popu- 
lation is 1,338,505. Her public revenue 
for public revenue for the last year re- 
turned, was $3,455,480; and her expen- 
ditures, $3,355,000; surplus, $110,480, 
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Sp'endid Sports for the Rich.

Minister Washburne’s Reminiscene 
ces of the Surrender. 
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The following very interesting letter 
of Minister Washburne to Mr. John L. 
Winston, of Lynchburg, Va., has recent- 
ly been made public by the Washington 
correspondent of the St. Louis Repub- 
lican. As it refers to one of the most 
important events in American history, 
and speaks of several gentlemen pow 
occupying prominent positions in public 
lif>, it will be read with peculiar pleac- 
ure: 

Legation of the United States, Paris, 
June 17, 1874.—Dear Sir: I have duly 
received your letter from New York, 
dated the 23d ultimo. At the epoch you 
speak of great events were so crowded 
together that it is impossible for me, at 
this lepgth of time, to recall the details 
of many of them. But I wel! recollect 
the arrival of the deputation of the three 
Citizens from the municipal government 
of the city of Lynchburg at Appomattox 
court-house, und the object of their visit 
to Gen. Gibbon, then in command of the 
union forces. I shall never forget the 
pleasant inte: view I kad with those gentle. 
men and the interest I took in their 
narration of events and the state of 
things at Lynchburg. Aftr hearin 
their statements 1 know I was in full 
sympathy with the purpose they had in 
view and so expressed myself. But I 
was there simply as a private individual 
and had no authority to advise or scarcely 
to suggest. Perhaps my opinions may 
have had some weight, but I would not 
claim even that, and I fear that the gen- 
erous citizens of Lynchburg have given 
me credit for what really belongs to 
others. I can ovly a'test wy feelings 0 
gratification at the success which at’ end- 
ed the efforts of the Lynchburg delega 
tion on the occasion, and the pleasure 
we felt atthe time of their having suc- 
cessfully accomplished their mission. 
Knowing Gen. Grant as I did, and 
knowing him to be as just and magaapi- 
mous as he was brave, I had no hesita- 
tion in saying to the delegation (and to 
the others) that I had no doubt were he 
present he would at once accede to their 
request. 

Your letter and your allusions to Gen. 
Gordon revive many recollections of 
those eventful days. I arrived at Apes 
pomattox court-house on Tuesday, the 
1ith of April, 1865. Gen. Grant after 
receiving the surrender of Gen. Lee on 
Sunday, the 9tb, had left the next day 
with his staff-oflicers en route for 
Washington. I met him the next even- 
ingat Prospect station, Desiring to see 
the two armies, the next morning the 
general gave mec acompapy of cavalry 
as an cscort to Appomattox. Though 
the surrender had been made on Sunday, 
yet the details as to the parole and many 
other mattera had to be agreed upon, 
and the laying down of arms was to take 
place at a future day and as soon as the 
preliminaries could be arranged. There 
commissioners were appointed on either 
side for that purpose, Gen. Gordon, 
Gea. Pendleton ([ think), snd another 
gentleman whose name¢ I do not now re- 
cal], on the side of the confederates, and 
Gen. Gibbon, Gen. Merritt, and a third, 
perhaps Gen Mackenzie, on the side of 
the union forc:s. When Larrivzed at the 
court-house negotiations and your par- 
lere were going on between the commis- 
sioners at Gibbons’ headquarters, at the 
house of a Mr. McClean, and I then saw 
many of the geveral officers on both 
sides. From what onc saw there it could 
hardly be conceived that these men had 
been in arms against each other rng 
more than four years of desdly strife, 
The terror of the breach, the fury of the 
charge and the fatigue of the march seem 
to be forgotten, aud these brave men 
came together more as friends than ene- 
mies. In all of their talks there was 
never a suggestion nore word from either 
side that could have wounded the ten- 
derest susceptibility. Many of these 
officers on both sides had served together 
in the old army, and it was touching and 
interesting to witness the sympathy be- 
tween them which had survived those 
long years of conflict and carnage. 
Gen. Cadmus Wilcox told with emo- 
tion how his old classmate, Gibbons, 
accused him of having nothing bet con 
federate money, and taking from his 
pocket a new snd crisp $5) greenback, 
thrust it upon bim. There was one sen- 
timent among all of there men, which 
seemed to crop out in spite of themsclves, 
and that was that, afterall the bloody 
struggle of the past, they were still all 
Americans. The only punishment I 
saw inflicted was that on some large 
jugs of brandy which had found their 
way to the;upionheadquarters, and under 
the peculiar circums ances that was not 
taken and deemed as a ‘‘cruel and une- 
sual punishment” within the meaning of 
the constitution. 


I met on that cccasion two gentlemen in 
the confederate service with whom I had 
served in congress: Hon. Alexander R. 
Boteler, of Virginia, and the Hon. Lu 
cius Q. C. Lamar, of Mississippi. Lamar 
was a member of the committee on com- 
merce in the thirty-sixth congress of 
which I was chairman, and thougb we 
differed on all political matters as widely 
astwomen could well differ, our per- 
sonal relations had always been pleasant 
and agreeable. Though I bad not much 
money with me, I poapeas to divide with 
him, but he declined, ne ae could 
see his way clear to get !o Baltimore, and 
when once where Winter Davia was he 
should be all right. I knaevy what that 
meant, for the intimacy and frien: giip 
toat existed between those 
two brilliant and gifted men, so utteriy 

to each otheron all of the po- 
litical questions of the day, was well 
known in Washington circles. T 
were united oie be a tie whic 
binds together sc » persons of simi- 
lar tastes, and men of geniusand elo- 
quence, and which even the storms of

to the future of the country. Bidding 
each other goodbye at Petersburg, we 
each went our way. I do not believe 
that Gordon at that time believed he 
would be a senator in coneress from the 
state of Georgia within the next eight 
years, and I certainly had no idea that 
within the next few years I should 
change my residence from Galena to 
Paris. But so it falls ont. And here I 
will stop, and you may say it is quite 
time. Not stopping after having endeav- 
Oriag to give you the information you 
sought for, Ihave run cffinto personal 
remipiscenses in which you can feel but 
little int rest
